New York, July 1.—George O. Jones, the 
head of the greenback party in this state, 
writes a letter to the Times in which he 
concedes to the democrats 152 electoral votes 
as certain, and to the republicans 153.

On 
the other hand, add the 12 votes from: Mis- 
sissippi and Texas and 18 from New York 
to the democratic column, and that party 
will still fall short seven votes from the 185 
needed for the success of its candidates. 
This estimate, of course, is based on the 
presumption that the greenback party in 
this state will not put a straight Weaverand 
Chambers ticket in the field, but cast its 
votes for one-half the republican and 
one-half the demo€ratic electors, 
thereby dividing the vote of New 
York equally between the old parties in the 
electoral ssthens This plan has been con-

The Breaking of the Crevasses in Lili 
nois. 
Cuicaco, July 2,—A special from Quincy 
to the Times says the mosi. intense excite- 
ment prevails in the country inundated by 
the breaking of the Sny levee.. This em- 
bankment protected an extent of country 
seventy miles long and from five to twelve 
miles wide. Yesterday fully one-third of 
this area was under water. ‘The crevasse at 
the Cincinnati landing is half a mile wide 


and other breaks have occurred. Mr. 
Fremore and his family, who were 
reported, drowned were saved, 
but there are others who _ are 
believed to have been lost. Horses, catéle 
and other stock have been drowned in 
great numbers. Houses and barns were 
Swept away, and crops destroyed. Thestate 
fish ponds, near Fall creek, have been ob- 
literated, and several hundred thousand 
fine fish washed out by the flood. No esti- 
mate of the damage done by the flood caf 
be made at present, but it is safe to state 
that the total loss in this locality will be 
upwards of $1,000,000. 

Caicaco,July 2.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Quiney saysno new breaks are- re- 
ported inthe Sny levee tu-day, but one is 
feared to-night in the embankment oppo- 
site Hannibal, through which water is 
seeping; and a generabalarm has been sound- 
ed throughout the threatened locality. 
The water is steadily spreading over bot- 
tom lands until now full 200,000 
acres are inundated. Two harvest hands 
were drowned while endeavoring to get out 
some stock, and a young man named John 
James was drowned near Gregory. The 
water is now stationary at the highest 
point. The rain to-day has helped to weaken 
the embankment.
